1. Account Creation and Channel Setup 

Those who already have a Google. 

Account can skip to step. 


1.1. Creating a Google Account 
e Goto YouTube: https://www.youtube.com/ and click "Create Account." 
e Choose "For myself" or "For my business" based on your channel's purpose. 
e Enter your first and last name, followed by your birthday and other required information. 
e Verify your phone number and create a Gmail address. 


1.2. Creating a YouTube Channel. 
e Sign in to your Google Account and go to YouTube: https://www.youtube.com/. 
e Click on your profile picture in the top right corner and select "Settings." 
e Click "Create a new channel." 
e Give your channel a name and check the box to agree to YouTube's Terms of Service. 
Click "Create." 
Bonus Tip: Channel Name and Password Management. 
Use a password manager like Bitwarden (free) to securely store your Google Account 
password. 
Generate creative channel names using a tool like chatGPT (free). 
2. Channel Customization. 
Access your channel by clicking on your profile picture and selecting "Your channel." 
e 2.1. Profile Picture and Banner Image 
e Upload a professional-looking profile picture using a tool like Snabba (website link in 
course description). 
e Create a banner image using Snabba's YouTube Banner template (dimensions: 2560 x 
1440). 
2.2. Watermark (Optional) 
e You can add a watermark (e.g., "Subscribe") to your videos, but it's not mandatory. 
2.3. Verifying Your Phone Number for Additional Features 
Go to your YouTube Studio channel page. 
Click on your profile picture and select "YouTube Studio." 
In YouTube Studio, navigate to Settings > Channel > Feature eligibility. 
Click "Verify phone number" and enter your phone number to unlock features like custom 
thumbnails. 
Additional Verification for Advanced Features 
Uploading more videos daily. 
Applying for monetization (adding ads to videos). 


Including external links in video descriptions (for affiliate products or your own products). 
Verification Options 
Upload a video of yourself and submit a valid ID to YouTube (verification takes a few 
days). 
e Maintain an active channel for about a month by uploading videos regularly. YouTube will 
then enable these features. 
e Recommendation: If you need to use external links from the start, choose option 2. 
Otherwise, use option 1 for faster verification. 
3. Channel Optimization 
3.1. Uploading Keywords 
e Go back to YouTube Studio. 
e In Settings, navigate to Channel > Channel information. 
e Select your country of residence. 
e Add relevant keywords to your channel (use chatGPT for suggestions). 
3.2. Advanced Settings 
e In Settings, navigate to Channel > Advanced settings. 
e Indicate whether your channel is made for kids (select "No" if not). 
3.3. Upload Defaults 
e In Settings, navigate to Uploads > Upload defaults. 
e Select your video language and category (e.g., "How-to & Style"). 
e Choose the title and description language (e.g., "English"). 
3.4. Customizing Your Channel for More Views 
e In YouTube Studio, go to Customization > Featured content. 
e Adda "Popular videos" section to showcase your best performing videos. 
e Consider adding playlists or featuring other channels (e.g., a "Check out these channels 
section). 
3.5. Basic Info (Optional) 
e In Settings, navigate to Channel > Basic info. 


e You can change your channel name every 14 days and your channel handle (your 
channel's URL). 
Add a channel description (use chatGPT for help if needed). 
Include links to your social media profiles or affiliate products (if applicable). 
Add contact information (e.g., email) for potential sponsorships or collaborations. 
3.6. YouTube Partner Program (Monetization) 
e In YouTube Studio, go to the Earn tab. 
e The YouTube Partner Program requires 1,000 subscribers and 4,000 watch hours over 
the past year. 
e Enable email notifications to be alerted when you meet the requirements. 
3.7. Two-Step Verification 
In Settings, navigate to Security > Two-.
